LOCAL HISTORY. ' 


ERECTION OF VOHK COVStl IK 1710- 


AD4M8 IU 
1800, 


The following account of the ".Erec- 


tion of Iho County" appeared In n Yoilt 
paper in isaa: 


Tho lands within the limits ot tho 


county oC York were n part of Chester 
county from the commencement of tho 
provincial government until Uio ISth of 
May, J72D, when they became part of a 
then newly erected county called Lan- 
caster. A3 at that tlmo thoru wore but 
fmv inhabitant') in what is now York 
county, liitlo or no inconvenience was 
expei lonued from boing ut a distance 
fiom the courts of Justice or fiom pub- 
lic unices, Hut when tho population 
had become more dense, and wealth had 
increased, it became tho subject of no 
small complaint among the inhabitants 
of lliete parts that they were obliged to 
cross the Snsciuolmuna and visit the 
borough of Lancaster, or elso remain 
without the means of defending their 
rights or of icdrosslng Ihiiir grievances. 
At last they acquainted the governor 
and assembly with the great hardships 
to which tiny were subjected. They 
represented "how diflloult il was to se- 
cure tbeinsulvt-.s iigainst thefts

the east by tlm Susquoliaiinn, In the 
year 1750 Cumberland county was uroct- 
I'd ; and the boundary line between that 
and York county wns declined to bo a 
creek called thu Pillow Jircechcs, from 
Ha mouth where It empties into the 


a, up thu several courses of 


it lo tho mouth of 11 run of water called 
-D««/vo(«(rimaiid thence one con tinned 
sliulUht lino to Iho ridge of South 
Mounlain, and UicncBiiloiiR thGtldgoof 
South Mountain until it inteiseets the 
Maryland line. Snob continued to bo 
the boundaries of York for about fifty 
yeais, when our lust county was destin- 
ed to undergo n, division. The contro- 
versy, between Uio inhabitants o[ the 
wt'Slfrn and lluiso of tho eastern pints 
of tho county concerning a division, 
commenced early, mid was continued 
with warmth. Many essays were writ, 
ten, meetings held and petitions pre- 
sented. Tho disputes wore at last set- 
tled, on the 2nd of January, 1800, when 
tiio wt'slfin pait ol' York was erected 
Into a now county called Adams. Tho 
tract of land which was taken from Iho 
county of York, to be creeled into a 
new county, Is contained within tho 
following lines, as made nt llio time, 
viz ; "Beginning In lino of Cumberland 
comity, where the road from Carlisle to 
Jiullimon lends through Trent's Gap;

manured land does not produce tho 
largest crop, and that the land planted 
with the beet seed, and sufficiently fer- 
tile, docs produce tho largest crop. If 
wo havo a poor seed, whoso nonnai 
capacity is -10 bushels of corn per aero, 
wo can easily obtain tho -lO-bushel crop 
by applying manure and culture,'and 
yet wo may be mmblo to obtain wi 60 
bushel yield by doubling Iho amount of 
manure used. On the other hand, if 
HO havo seed of tho normal capacity of 
SO bushels, we can obtain this 80-bnshol 
yield without much trouble, and with 
but slight excess of manurinl applica- 
tion over what wo havo assumed was 
used for the -lO-bushel crop. Indeed, In 
a series of fields, or in ono field different- 
ly manured in Its poitions, we need not 
expect to find tho largest ciop wliero 
tho most manuio has been applied, but 
probably wo shall find it whoro loss but 
sufficient manure has been used. And 
.his leads to another proposition, vi/..: 
-Imt manuring beyond tho capacity ol 
tho seed may bo absolutely injurious to 
the crop. We still furthormoio observe', 
if wo study our fields, that while ovory 
plant boars a tassel which sheds pollen 
there aro n great many plants which nro 
either absolutely sterllo, or agricultural- 
ly barren ; that Is, bear such inftuioi 
cars that they might as well bo sterile, 
so far as their contribution lo the croj: 
is concerned. After many countings of 
stalks, in many (Mils, among good 
farmers, we have concluded that about 
one-half tlio stalks in an ordinary corn 
Hold are agriculturally barren, anil the 
last wo liavo counted wero In a llokl 
which yielded 123 bushels; hero 7-1 per 
cent, boro cars worth counting, anil 20 
per cent. More either slerilo or agricul- 
turally barren. 


This being tho condition of affairs in 


our corn Held, H is aeon that lo obtain 
good seed, somollilng moro Is nccessaiy 
than to seluctgood ears, twin ours, &c., 
the probabilities being that every oar 
has at least half Us kernels pollinated 
from burron stalks, and us wo Imvo no 
menus of distinguishing thu kernels 
which result from prollllcpaicntiigo, wo 
must necessarily in thlskind of selection 
improve tho shapo of our cob, tho ar- 
rangement of tho keincls, etc., much 
more readily than wo can Improve tho

One friend dissented from this 
He contended that ono species of tie 
was just as easy to remove as anotho 
one. He said the difficulty was in th 
l.ick of knowledge of those who profess 
od to bo tree-planters. Hero for in 
stance would bo u row of oaks, tlioro o 
tulip trees, another of some other thirif, 
generally regarded ns hard to Irnm 
Plant, yet all were doing equally well 
Hundreds of trees two or three feet 


that the tender shoot car.iiot force its 
way through it. The soil may not Imvo 
Iwcn thoroughly pulveri/ed, so that It ]» 
lumpy as well as unsightly.

face, and your work is done. A safe 
rule is to cover seeds about their own 
depth. Tor example : If the seed is 
one sixteenth of an inch thick, plant it 
that deep, and uo more. Attention to 
this rule will save much disappoint- 
moiit. 


Some seedling plants are very sensi- 


tive, and do not like to be disturbed. 
The seed of such should be sown where 
they aro to remain during tho season. 
Others bear transplanting without in- 
jury ; indeed, some are positively bcno- 
lilted by one or more removals. Such 
c.m be sown wherever convenient, and 
transplanted to where you want thorn. 
Do not let your plants get too largo 
before removing them. Mo better in- 
slrument lias been invented than the 
garden Srowel for taking up and reset- 
ting young plants. Take care not to 
disturb the roots; let plenty of soil ad- 
here to them. Set them fully as dorp 
as they mere before, press the ground 
•lightly, and -wait. 


Some people do harm to their seed 


beds by too much watering. See to it 
that your watering can has a Uuely 
punctured'no»e ; water sparingly where 
the soil has lucerne dry ; always about 
sunset.
